Many farmers feel that they can | 


ill afford to free their land of weeds |

crop of some kind: While the erad‘ca- | 
tion of perennial weeds such as sow | 
thistle, quack grass, etc., necess ‘tates 
the use of the fallow, such treatment 
does not free the land from many an- | 
nual weeds such as wild oats, mustard, 
or stink weed, hence it is necessary | 
from an economic standpoint to adopt 
farming methods that control rather 
than eradicate such weeds. | 

Land that is badly polluted with) 
perennial weeds will produce .an ex- 


cellent crop of winter wheat or rye. |’ 


Both of these crops act as smother | 
crops for all types of weeds if they | 
get a good. start in the fall and do| 
not winter kill. f 
_ Barley and oat green feed if hand- 
led properly will effectively compete 
against most of our annual weeds and | 
many perennials. Land to be used for | 
these crops should be partially fallow- | 
ed before seeding. It is usually wise | 
to. dis¢ stubble a week or so before 
ploughing and thus promote\germina- 
tion of weed seeds which matured 
with the preceding crop and fell on the 
ground. A succession of such crops 
and treatments tends to reduce the 
weed seed content of the soil. 
Seeding down to grass and legumes 
and cutting the hay crop early will 
prevent most kinds of weeds from rip- 
ening, thus decreasing the number of 
vital seeds in the sub-surface soil from 
year to year. Alfalfa and sweet clov- 
er are the best crops to use for this 
purpose. 4 
Live stock and particularly sheep 
are valuable aids in weed - control. 
Live stock are most essential to prof- 
itable agriculture on a weedy farm, 
as many of the crops which control: 


| weeds are not cash crops and can be) 


marketed to best advantage by the 
live stock route, In addition to this, 
many perrenial weeds with a creep-| 
ing root system such as quack grass 
can be much more easily eradicated if 
the land is seeded down and left in 
pasture for a few years until it be-
